"pa  Hew*    So  built  a  cabin  in  tho  Sugar  Creek  hills,  sixteen  miles  southeast 
of  tho  present  city  of  Washington,  in  IC01*    S0i~e  claim  tho  honor  for  Eli 
Eawhine,  who  came  frcsj  South  Carolina  in  ICC 3,  and  settled  near  tho  present 
site  of  IDysvillo*    But  this  can  hardly  be;  correct,  as  there?  is  evidence 
that  seven  others  settled  in  this  region  before-  Hawkins.    One  of  these- 
was  David  Flora,  who  lived  in  a  log  cabin  nearly  opposite  tho  present 
site  of  th©  Koredith  House;  in  Washington*    Then  csxa  Thomas  Rugbies, 
followed  by  a  Doctor  Harris,  Richard  Paluer>and  William  and  Ell  Hawkins* 
She  eottler^nt  of  Daviess  GOunty  continued  until  the  latter  part  of 
1011,  when  trouble  with  the  Indians  began*    2hio>  and  the-  War  of  1S12,  xzs

Daviess  County  was  organised  February  15,  1317,  out  of  territory 
co7viTirf.ng-^'ion  County*    When  first  oroated,  it  contained  all  of  its 


present  territory,  as  well  as  parts  of  what  is  now  rartin,  Greene,  and

Governor,  end  authorised  to  call  an  election  for  the?  purpose  of  selecting 
county  officials.    In  February,  1817,  William  Ballorr,  John  Aikman,  and 
Ephraia  Thompson  were  ©looted  Commissioners,  William  H.  Routt  and  James 
G.  Road,  Associate  Judges,  and  Emanual  YanTrees,  Ce^iss  loners9  Clorfci 


and  ex-officio  Cleric  of  the  Circuit  Court.  YanTreos  also  performed  the- 
duties  of  Auditor.^Ebeneser  Jones  "rcas  appointed  Treasurer  "by  the  Commis- 


sionors.    Tine  first  Recorder  vac  J,  K.  McDonald^  Hu  H.  Rostj\hirvGycr^ 
endxjosoph  Daugherty^  ^proner 

Emanuel  VanTreoe  and  Peter  Wilfcina  donated  thirty  seven  and  a  half 
acres  of  land  to  the  newly^f oracd  county.    On  March  13,  1817,  the  Commis- 
sioners ordered  that  ^Enanuel  YsnTross  shall  survey  the  land  given  as  a 
donation  for  a  county  seat."    The  toron  v.a s  named  Liverpool,  "but  scon  after  LLt,  w. 
was  changed  to  Washington* 

The  county  v;aa  named  in  honor  of  Contain  Joseph  E.  Daviess,  ™ho  traa 
killed  Uovoaber  7,  1811,  while  leading  his  troops  in  a  desperate  charge- 
in  the  battle  of  Tippecanoe.    The  State  of  Illinois  also  named*  a  county 
after  this  pioneer  and  soldier. 

There  are  ten  townships  in  Daviess  County:    Barr,  Bogard,  Elmore, 
Earrioon,  l&dlson.  Reeve,  Steele,  Van  Euren,  Yeale,  and  Washington.  The 
incorporated  cities-  and  towns  are  Washington,  Cannelburg,  Elnora,  Mont- 
gomery, and  Odon. 

The  first  building  in  which  court  trae  held  in  Daviess  County  vras  a 
log  cabin,  the  home  of  Alexander  Bruce.    It  stood  on  the  southeast  corner 
of  tihat  is  now  Main  and  Second  Streets,  Washington,  and  was  used  for  thia 
purpose  from  April  21,  1817,  until  1825,  when  the  first  courthouse  was; 
completed1.    In  i;;_.y^I813,  the  Commissioners  called  for  bids  on  a  two-story 


brictr  building,  thirty-fivs  by  forty-fiv*  foot  la  else.    The  contract 
v.-a©  awarded  to  James  G.  Road,  who  v;as  an  associate  judge  and  prominent 
in  the-  early  history  of  the  oouaty*    By  reason  of  the  Icxj  condition  of 
the  county  treasury,  the  courthouse  ■raasr  not  completed  for  cover  a  1  years. 
The  building  stood  on  the  public  square,  cc-  ha©  oach  of  its~  successor*, 
on  the  ground  donated  for  that  purpose. 

In  Soptembor,  1037,  the*  Dfeehington  ^Philanthropist*  contained1  a  call 
for  bids  for  the  construction  of  the  second  courthouse.    Work  bogan^but 
it  -eras  late-  in  1341  before*  the>  building  could  bo  occupied.    Even  then, 
the  officials  wore  not  properly  supplied  v;ith  office  fur:~-.voro  sr.d  oruip- 
moat,  o#d  most  of  what  they  did  havo^/ras  borrevrad  from  the  Methodist 
Church. 

After  soma  preliminary  investigations,  the  contract  for  the  third 
courthouse  vac-  awarded!  in  1877.    A  year  later,  o  two  thousand  pound  bell 
■cas-  placed  in  the  tovrsr  of  the  building.    Tills  structure-  burned  in  1027, 
and  about  half  of  the  public  records  were  destroyed o 

A  beautiful  two-story  stone  building,  completed  in  1323,  no;?  houses 
the  courts  and  county  off icoe*

Treasurer,  Sheriff,  Coroner* and  Surveyor  (Indiana  Const*,  Art#6,Sec»2)|

and  that  such  other  county  office^  as  xn*ty  bo  necessary,  shall  bo  olcot- 
ed  and  appointed  in  such  manner  as  may  bo  proscribed  by  law*  (Indiana 
Const.,  Art.  Qa  Seo#  £>)•    From  tliis  clause,  tho  General  Assembly  prescrib- 
ed the  elective  offioo  of  Assessor,  (Acts  1910,  Burns  64-1101  /Ed-2Co7*)i 
and  tho  appointive  offices;  Health  Commissioner,  (Acts  1C90,  Burns  20- 
501  /XC2/,);  Agricultural  Agent,  (Acts  1923,  Burns  23«4011);  Highrray 
Supervisor,  (Acts  1033,  Bums  26-1110);  and  Board  of  Public  Welfare, 
(Acts  1950,  Special  Session,  Burns  52-1117 )•    Tho  establishment  of  cash 
of  thede  offices  caused  tho  beginning  of  ccparato  records  as  prescribed 
by  tho  General  Assembly  under  tho  provisions  for  each  respective  office.

•   Eotriocn  the  adoption  cf  the?  Constitution  of  1316  and  the  Constitu- 
tion of  1851,  practically  no  changers  wore  made  in  the?  form  of  government 
in  Eaviosa  county.    Following  this  poriod  to  the  present  tine,  changes 
roro  mainly  enlargements  of  the  government,  such  as  the  creation  of  the> 
offices  above.    As  a  protection  to  the  tarpaycra  cf  each  county,  the 
Board  of  Review  teis  established  (Acts-  1919,  Burns  64-122  /l420|7)»  and 
later  followed  the  formation  of  the  Board  of  Tax  Adjustments  (Acts  1935, 
Bums  64-304)  • 

As  each  office  v&&  created,  the  General  Assembly  prescribed  the  typ?e?

Tho  Building  houses  tho  offices  of  Accessor*  Auditor*  Recorder*  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools*  and  Treasurer  on  the  main  floor;    the  Cleric  and  Sher- 
iff on  tho  second  floor;    the  Surveyor,  Highway  Supervisor,  and  Agricul- 
tural Agent  in  the  basement*    Tho  building  is  100$  fireproof  bub  there  are 
no  fireproof  vaults  for  tho  records*    It  was  constructed  in  this  Banner 
following  a  fire  which  totally  destroyed  the  courthouse  in  1227  and  dam- 
aged jndro  than  50^  of  the  records*    Tho  courthouse  is  owned  by  Daviess 
County  and  indebted  to  the  extent  of  $105*625  which  is  being  retired  at 
tho  rato  of  $15,950  annually*
